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be ſenſible you have knowingly and repeatedly committed 
againſt the poſitive commands of your Gop? And does not 
the remembrance of them ſometimes break in upon your 
peace of mind, and fill you with alarming doubts and per- 
plexities? Are there not ſome moments when you with in 
your hearts for a ſtronger aſſurance of pardon and forgive- 
neſs, than you can poſſibly derive from your law? And 
will you not ſtand in tbe utmoſt need of it at your laſt hour, 
when you are leaving this world, and going to appear in 
the preſence of a righteous Gor, who will bring every 
work into judgement, with every ſecret thing (o), whether 
it be good, or whether it be evil“? 

Know then, ye men of Iſrael, that there is no ſalvation 
in any other, neither is there any other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby they mult be ſaved, but only 
the name of JESUS. Look therefore unto him, and be ye 
ſaved. Be ye not ſtiff-necked as your fathers were, but 
yield yourſelves unto him, that you may at length find de- 
liverance out of all your afflictions, may be reinſtated in 
the favour of Gop, may be partakers of the ineftimable 
privileges of the new Covenant, and we may all become 
one fold under one ſhepherd, JESUS CHRIST the righteous. 

And now, brethren, we commend you to Gos, praying 
him molt earneſtly to enlighten your underſtandings, and 
incline your hearts to the acknowledgement of the truth, 
that ye may receive the forgiveneſs of your fins, and an in- 
heritance among them that are ſanctified through faith in 
CHRIST JESUS.

*The following extract from the Talmud may ſerve to enforce 
what is offered above: When Rabbi Johanan Ben Zachai was 
lick, his diſciples came to viſit him; and when he faw them he be- 
gan to weep. They ſaid to him, Rabbi, the light of Iſrael, the right- 
hand Pillar, the ſtrong Hammer, wherefore doſt thou weep ? He 
anſwered them: If they were carrying me before a king of fleſh 
and blood, who is here to day and to-morrow in the grave; who, 
it he were angry with me, his anger would hot lait tor ever; if 
he put me in bondage, his bondage would not be everlaſting ; if 
he condemned me to death, that death would not be eternal; 
whom 1 could ſoothe with words, or bribe with riches : Yet even 
in th-ſe circumſtances I ſhould weep, But now I am going before 
the King of Kings, the holy and the bleſſed God, who liveth and 
endureth for ever and ever; who, if he is angry with me, his anger 
will laſt for ever; if he puts me in bondage, his bondage will be 
everlaſting ; if he cond-ians me to death, that death will be eter- 
nal; whom I cannor ſoothe with words, nor bribe with riches: 
When further there are before me two ways, the one to hell, and 
the, other to paradiſe, and I know not in which they are carrying 
me, ſhall J not weep ?—BGerachith, fel. 28, P. 2. 
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xv ADDRESS TO THE JEWS, 


We beſeech you, therefore, for GoD's ſake, and for 
your own ſakes, be reconciled to him, who was bone of 
our bones, and fleſh of your fleſh. Haſten your return to 
0 and you will find reſt to your ſouls. 
We hope the day of your redemption draweth nigh, and 
ou have our beſt wiſhes for the ſpeedy accompliſhment of 
it; our hearts deſire and prayer to Gop for IIrael is, that 


they may be ſaved. 


Men and brethren, we know that Jeſus crucified hath 


been the great ſtumbling block which hath lain in your 


way, to prevent your coming to him, as the MEssS1an pro- 
miled you. But you plainly ſee from the prophecies before 
mentioned, as you likewiſe may from many others, that he 
muſt have been put to death, otherwiſe he could not have 
been the MESSIAH : For he was appointed by the grace 
and mercy of Gop, to be the propitiation for the fins of 
mankind. On him the Lord laid the iniquities of us all; 
he bore our griefs and carried our ſorrows : he was wounded 
for our tranigreſſions : he was bruiſed for our iniquities : 
the chaſtiſement of our peace was upon him, and with his 
ſtripes we are healed (i). He was the only true and effectual 
atonement for the ſins of the world, of whom all the ſa- 
crifices of old were but types and figures. For it was not 
poſſible that the blood of bulls and of goats ſhould take 
away ſins :. and therefore the uſe of ſacrifices, under the 
law, was to atone for ceremonial defilements, or at moſt 
tor ſins of ignorance and infirmity ; whilſt no expiation 
was provided forpreſumptuous tranſgreſſions (4). An atone- 
ment for theſe could be made only by that facrifice, which 
was of infinitely greater value in the fight of God, than 
thouſands of rams, the precious death and ſufferings of the 
MeEess1an, who, in the fulneſs of time was to be cut off, 
but not for himſelf. (i) 

Allowing, however, the greateſt efficacy to thoſe ſacri- 
fices which were offered by the law, you have them not to 
fly to for refuge : They have long ceaſed among you, and 
left you deſtitute of any certain hope that GoD will ac- 
cept your repentance, and blot out your miſdeeds. Your 
law expreſsly declares, that it. is the blood that maketh 
an atonemement for the ſoul: If then you are without 
hopein the blood of CHRIST (, whowas to cauſe your ſacri- 


fi ces and oblations to ceaſe (2), where elſe will you ſeek for 


the propitiation of your ſins; ſins which you cannot but 


be

ſuddenly to come to his temple (/) : He was to be born of 
a Virgin(m), at Bethlehem Ephratah(n) ; and to grow up be- 
fore the LORD as a tender plant, and as a root out of a 
dry ground; having no torm nor comlineſs, but deſpiſed 
and rejected of men (5): He was to preach good dings 
unto the meek, was to bind up the broken-hearted, to pro- 
claim liberty to the captives, and the opening of the priſon 
to them that were bound (7): He was to be a ftone re- 
fuſed of the builders, but to become the head-ſtone of 
the corner (q) : He was to be ſold for the price of thirty 
pieces of ſilver (): One of his own familiar friends, who 
did eat of his bread, was to lift up his heel againſt him(s): 
He was to give his back to the ſmiters, and his cheeks to 
them that plucked off the hair; and not to hide his face 
from ſhame and ſpitting(:): He was to be numbered among 
the tranſgreſſors, though he had done no violence, neither 
was any deceit in his mouth(z) : His enemies were to part 
his garments among them, and caſt lots upon his veſture (v): 
They were alſo to give him gall for his meat, and vinegar 
in his thirſt to drink (ww); — notwithſtanding the malice of 
his enemies, he was to make interceſſion for them(x): He 
was to be pierced, to be cut off out of the land of the liv- 
ing, and to be buried (y); but, baving poured out his foul 
unto death (⁊), he was not to be left in hell (a), but was to 
ſee his iced, to prolong his days, and the pleaſure of the Logp 
was to proiper in his hand (C): He was to go up on high, 
and to lead captivity captive(c); to fit at the right hand of 
Gop, until all his enemies ſhould be made his footſtool (d): 
The ſpirit was to be poured out upon his ſervants(e): He 
was to ſtand for an eniign of the people, to whom the gen- 
tiles ſhould ſeek (/); the ifles were to wait for his law(s), 
and he was to be for {alvation unto the ends of the earth( H). 

Now, if you will but take time to conſider how exactly 
every tittle of theſe, and of a great many more prophecies 
are tulfilled in the perſon of JEsUs, whom we confeſs, and 
whole name be bletfed for ever, you muſt acknowledge that 
he is in truth the MEsSSLai, the promiſed SAVIOUR of 
the world.

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offered to you in him, is the particular fin for which you 
are kept theſe ſeventeen hundred years in bondage, and un- 
der ſubjection to the nations of the world. Nothing there- 
fore, but your converſion to the truth, as it is in Jesvs, 
will be the means of your deliverance. If you return and 
ſeek the LoR D your Gop, and David your King, even the 
MEes$1aH, he will make with you a Covenant of Peace; not 
according to the Covenant that he made with your fathers 
in the day that he took them by the hand, to bring them 
out of the land of Egypt; but this ſhall be the Covenant 
that he will make with you ; he will put his law in your 
inward parts, and write it in your hearts, and he will be 
your God, and you ſhall be his people. () 

Ye men of Iſrael, hear theſe words. How long will you 
fight againſt the truth? How long will you reſiſt its ſhining 
and convincing power ? Behold our whole nation, with 
many others, who were in times paſt Gentiles in the fleſh, 


aliens from the common-wealth of Iſrael, and ſtrangers ' 


from the Covenants of promiſe, having no hope, and walk. 
ing without Gop in the world; but who are now made 
nigh, believing in the true Gop of Abraham, Ifaac, and 
Jacob, adoring him without ſuperſtition or idolatry, and 
confeſſing his name, Is not ſo wonderful a change the 
completion of what has been prophecied of the MESSLZu, 
that he ſhould be given for a light to the Gentiles(g) ; and 
that in him all the nations of the earth ſhould be bletied(+) ? 
Why then are ye the lait to bring your King back to his 
hind, ye who are his brethren, his bones, and his fleſh ? 
Search your own {criptures with impartiality, as well as 
with devout attention; compare them with the life of Jeſus, 


written by four unexceptionable hiſtorians, and you will 


clearly ſee that the prophecies of the MEgsSIaH are un- 
doubtedly fulfilled in him; you will be convinced that Je- 
SUS of NaZAaRETH is the perion to whom you will find 
yourſelves obliged to have recourſe; and, having in vain 
looked for others, to look upon him for hopes of delive- 
rance. For, according to the teſtimonies of your prophets, 


the Sceptre was not to depart from Judah, nor a Lawgiver 


from between his feet, until SHILOH came; and unto him 
was to be the gathering of the people (7): The glory of the 
latter houſe was to be greater than that of the former, for 


the LokD, even the Meſſenger of the Covenant (4), was 
ſuddenly

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you. Far be it from us to glory in your fall, or to rejoice 
over your miſeries. No! it is with the greatelt concern, 
yea, with hearts full of compaſſion, we ſee you, that once 
beloved and highly exalted people of Gop, reduced to ſuch 
a low and deplorable ftate. | 

Men and brethren, let us aſk you the eauſe of this your 


long and fad captivity. Surely there muſt be ſome parti- 


cular reaſon why the LoRD, who formerly declared himſelf 
to be the Gop of Iirael, hath thus forſaken his people. If 
you will look into the records of your own hiſtory, you 
will find that even for the moſt perverſe rebellion againſt 
him, and apoſtacy from his worſhip to that of falſe gods, 
1 your fathers with only ſeventy years captivity; 
and during this captivity he ſent his prophets, by whoſe 
preaching they were called to repentance, and comforted 
with the promile of deliverance. | 

But alas! how different is your preſent ſituation ! Well 
might ye ſay: We tee not our ſigns, there is no more any 
prophet; neither is there among us any that knoweth how 
long. (6) Muſt not, therefore, every ſerious and thinking 
man among you make this concluſion: Surely there is 2 
peculiar fin lying upon our nation, on account of, which 
the LoRD has turned our enemy. And what can this fin 
be, but your having rejected, and ſtill continuing to reject 
that prophet, whom Gob, according to his promiſe and your 
own deſire, raiſed you up from among your brethren, like 
unto Moſes, even JEsUsS of Nazareth (c); beſides whom none 
ever aroſe who could anſwer that character; none who was 
like him, a Lawgiver and a Mediator of a Covenant be- 
tween Gop and Man; none like him in all the ſigns and 
wonders which the LokD ſent him to do (d)? And therefore, 
becauſe ye would not hearken unto the words which he 
ſpake unto you in the name of the LoRD, God hath required 
it of you (e); therefore hath he puniſhed you with this long 
and perpetual captivity. 

Oh! that ye were wiſe and underſtood this! Oh! that 
you would but lay yourſelves open to conviction, and im- 
partially examine your law and prophets ; you would ſoon 
be convinced that nothing but your having ſhed the blood 
of the MEgsSSIAH *, and ſtill deſpiſing that grace which is
